Insoector.  In  c'^nsequence  it  has  net  been  nessible  t^  give  a 
correct  revert  of  y^ur  Sanj.tary  Ins  oec  t or  ^ s YJork  during  the  year. 

V/ater. 

The  Rindleford  bore  hr^ie  sti  r'uly  has  been  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  u'  e town  and  f^r  an  additional  oulation,  in  varts  of 
dridgn'^rth  Rural  District,  orobabl^’-  as  great  as  that  of  the 
to'7n  itself.  For  this  longer 'hours  of  pumoing  have  been 
necessary  than  was  antioiuated  ^''hen  this  source ''’'f  suo  ily  was 
ins'called,  and  also  the  size  of  the  storage  tank  is  likely  to 
be  inadequate  in  the  event  of  a sudden  call  for  a large  quantitjr 
of  water.  The  life  of  the  ouraning  slant  will  be  shortened.  The 
degree  of  h.ardness  of  this  water  has  an  adverse  effect  on 
boiler  ;oi  jes  and  fittings.  It  is  a oerfectly  safe  water  for 
drinking  and  domestic  ourooses  and  chlorination  is  onljr  necessary 
in  the  event  accidental  damage  to  th'.e  distributing  s'y'ste'm.

Di  fntheria . 

There  vras  one  case  no'':ifiel,  Tliis  was  an  adult  vRio  had  not  heen 
i.nr.iunised . At  the  beginning  -^f  the  year  f-^.e  work  of  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  was  tahen  over  by/  the  G^unt;/  Authority,  v/ho 
also  undertn^k  t'  e nublicity  campaign.  Free  immunisation  is  nnw 
given  to  children  of  under  school  age  and  school  children  up  to 
15  ’’■ears  of  age,  by  i.ledical  officers  of  the  County,  eitl^.er  at 
schools  or  the  V/elfare  Centre.  vRnere  parents  or  guardians  of 
children  of  under  school  age  are  unable  to  take  tlie  cl'ildren  to 
either  a school  or  the  Vi'elfare  Centre,  a'tjolicat ion  ma^r  be  made 
to  the  bledical  Officer  .of  the  Local  Authority  .to  have  th_e 
treatment  carried  out  by  a local  practit  io.ner .
